Eock all ovar tho lako. Tha most wonder- 
ful ozporloDCo that ever any on* had on 
the lakes was that of an aunt of Captain 
Apploby's, an 
elderly woman, -whose 


name I do not romombar. Sho llvod at

Rock, which 
Is Buffalo 
now,

want along with him on his schoonor to 
visit his father In Connoaut. Tha'; was 
to bo Captain Appleby'8 last trip on tho 
schooner, as tho fitoamboat JTorth Amorl- 
ca was thon buildlnu at Connoaut, aud ho 
was to take cbarga of hor. 
His aunt got 


home-sick tho day sho landed In Conneaut, 
and although tho Captain hojged her to 
wait a fow days until his no IT steamboat 
was launched and gc-back to Black Reck 
with him aboard of her, she would not 
stay, bet took passage tho very nort day 
on a schoonor bound for Buffalo. Tho 
second day aftor the schooner sailed the 
crow returned to Connoaut in another vog- 
sol.

mon from tto Peacock boardod tho float- 
Ing wreck and found it to all appearances

camo in contact with any floating object 
inside, Boliaving that tho body of tho 
captain's aunt had washed out of tho 
cabin into tho lako, tho mon returned to 
tho Peacock and left th» wreck as thoy 
had found it. Word was sent to Captain 
Appleby. On tho fifth day ol' the wrock of 
the schoonor ho wont out In another 
schooner to search for tho capslzod ono, 
with facilitios for righting her If possible.

half-submerged schooner.
